EATINQ A MEXICAN LUNCH. 



KefreahraontA oq n Dnre Table— Pulque 
In a "Pluskln"— Kjimblo. 

[Faimio B. Ward In San Franolsco Chronicle.] 

Eefrcsbments wore speedllv spread upon 
tho well-scoured table, to wuich the addi- 
tion of a cloth would have been au incon- 
gruous auiierfluity— a pot of rancid goat's 
milk, curdoheesQ with honoy, biscuits 
which would have made e.xcoUont cannon 
balls, and a basket of fresh tamarinds, 
mangoes and pomegranates, temptingly 
arranged in groon leaves, as these poetic 
people have a tasteful habit of doing. The 
inevitable pulque was at hand, bottled in 
a pigskin, which gurgled approving 
ii0t«s, alarmingly life-like, while aisgorg 
ing ilB cuntonts into our mugs. Those 
ao-calied "pigskins" are really the un- 
dressed hides of sheep, with the woolly 
aide turned in. Nothing else is considered 
ao good for holding the popular beverage, 
and we are told that a small-sized skin 
costs - about 18.60, but lasts little more 
than a month, as the fermentation going 
on within soon eats the wool ofF. 

Betsy Is disttessed over this weighty 
problem, which disturbs her nightly 
slumbers, of how muoh wool we two fe- 
male wanderers must have imbibed dur- 
ing our long residence in this Canaan, 
flowing -with pulque aud wild honey, 
TBckoned at the rate of three mugs each 
per diem. Tho dirtiest of these Indiana 
make the most delicious curd cneescs, of 
mixed sheep's and goat's milk, which is 
eaten with -honey, or crumbled into the 
irijoles (stewed beans), without which no 
meal Is complete. Though the cheeses 
aie extensively imitated by their betters 
in social status, none can make them half 
so well as the Indians, who have been of- 
fered considerable sums for the recipe, 
hut find it more profitable to keep tholr 
ancestral secret. Evidently the proper 
flavor needs, certain "conditions." like a 
spiritual s^asee, '"v^hich los ricos fail to 
alv«. 

After this dainty repast, the mistress of 
the manse dived into the depths of her 
areasy gor<u and from Its pocket pro- 
ducod h*r cigarette-holder, proffering the 
customary courtesy with tho air of a 
princess, an honor which Botsy and I 
would not for the world have wounded 
her feelings by refusing. Having nobly

QuRBKO, Aug. 4. — The latest Labrador 
news Ib very enoouniKing. The straits 
fishing is fair from Unci buy to Domino. 
From Domino northward the fishiiif,' bus 
been very good, and in some phicea plenti- 
ful. Most of tho sailiiii; craft are loaded. 

Reqina, Aug. 5. — Phillip Garnet, Moiao 
OuiUettei aud Labomeurdu were arraigned 
this afternoon and pleaded guilty to a 
charge of treason-felony, according to 
arrangement entered into by counsel on 
both sides. Tho two former frequently 
refused to sanction the v'ow.i of counsel, 
and it was only threatened by the crown 
with being indicted for high treason that 
thoy agreed to throw themselves on the 
mercy of the court. Garnet, who acted 
as Riol's secretary, declared that he was 
held as a prisoner by Kiel. Judyineiit in 
the half-breed cases will likely be given 
on tho 14th inst. Riel is quite happy, but 
has abandoned all hopes of escaping the 
gallows. 

Ottawa, Aug 4. — ^A telegram has been 
received from Sir Xjeonard Tilley, stating 
that he has arrived safely at his destina 
tion in New Brunswick, and that his 
health ia already much improved from tho 
complete rest from tho worry of ollico and 
tho cool, invigoratiii;; sua air. 

Belleville, Aug. 5. — The ,Salvation 
army was mobbed last night by a crmvd 
oonipoaud chiefly of boya. 'riie army holds 
meetings every night on tho Alarkot 
square from 7:30 until eisrht o'clock. Soino 
patent medicine men have rented the 
square for the purpose of giving entertoin- 
ments, and when they drove on the 
square last night they found the army in 
possession. Thoy waited until eight 
o'clock, expecting the army to retire, but 
they did not, and at ten minutes past 
eight the manager announced that he 
would give no entertainment on account 
of tho interruption. The crowd set upon 
the army, who were forced to retire under 
a shower of bad oggs. The army was fol- 
io wed' to the barraoks, where stones were 
thrown and some windows broken. 

HALifAX, Aug. 5. — The annual meotf.ng 
of the Nova Scotia cotton company (limit- 
ed) was held this afternoon. The report 
shows a deficit of $12,600. 

VViNNiPKO, Aug. 3. — A despatch from 
Battlefnrd announces the arrival there on 
Saturday night of the Winnipeg Light In- 
fantry from Fort Pitt. This is the last 
battalion of tho volunteer militia ordered 
home. Thoy have 23 Indian prisoners, 
including Wandering Spirit and othyr 
Frog Liike murderers. Majwr Crozier 
with a posse of police, leaves Rogina for 
the north to-morrow to look after the In- 
dians and prevent further disturbances. 

Chatuasi, Aug. 2.— A very destruclivo 
fire occurred about one o'clock this murn- 
ing in a building on King street, and 
ownod by Henry Smyth, iM. P , and the 
Federal Bank, and occupied by Tilt.«& 
Hall, painters and paper hangers; H. 
Reid, barber, and J. W. McLellan, tailor. 
The building was completely HUtted. Mc 
Lellan had little or no stuck in ^ruro, as 
he is juat recoverinu from a former tire, 
and contemplated opening out iii a fnw 
days. Loss and iiiaur<ince ou building un- 
known. Tilt & Hall's loss on stonk, etc. , 
is ^,680, insured in the British Ameri- 
can for §450, and R.iyal Camidian, §560 
H. Reid, barber, lo-^s almuc $300, insured 
in the Caledonia for §200 The oau-ie of 
the fire is a mystery, but is supposed to 
be incendiary.

LoNlJorf, Aug. ,3. — An action brought 
by a West End jeweller agiiiiisi Ool.mel 
Pilkington Blake, commanding the .Suf- 
folk Yeomanry Cavalry and master of the 
Surrey hounds, for the price of a pad luck 
bracelet. A few weeks ago the gallant col 
onel wenttothe Comedy theatre, andadmits 
among the bevy o{ beauties disporting 
their charms beneath the lime light, Mi-ss 
Florence Clifford made an impression upon 
his susceptible heart. He sought the 
stage entrance, was admitted, obtained an 
introduction, and was so charmed by the 
Comedy chorister that he bought her a 
padlock bracelet. UnforLunatttly the 
bracelet did not exactly fit Miss Clilfurd's 
shapely arm, and the gallant colonel took 
it back to tho West End jeweller to have 
it altered. Subsequently Miss Clitfurd 
called for it and took it away. Whether 
affairs between Ool. Blake and the beauty 
did not prosper has not been divulged, 
but when the jeweller presented his bill, 
tho officer declined nettling up for the 
trinket, denying his liability on the 
ground that it had been delivered to the 
lady without his authority.

Sugland Powerless to Cohi- 
plaiu. 

London, Aug. 5. — Prime Minister 

Salisbury to-day gave his answer to the 
deputation of sugar manufacturera who 
recently called upon him to urge retalia- 
tory measures upon the United States 
government for the bounty afforded, 
through moans o.t its customs laws, to 
American manufacturers nf sugar. Loid 
Salisbury said: 

The difficulty encountered by the gov- 
ernment consists in its inability to impose 
counter valuing duties. The country was 
ouinmitted to ft policy which forbade this. 
The government could not give tho desired 
help unless the country changed ita free 
trade policy.- -If this country should ho 
will it, no shred of reciprocity would be 
adopted by the government. As for him- 
self, ho saw no roniirdy. It would bo use- 
less to complain to a foreign country un- 
less England was pouitivoly in a position 
to retaliate. If, in negotiations fur a 
change in foreign tarill' laws which dis- 
criminate against British trade, the En- 
glish government were empowered to 
threaten reprisals, evils like the one com- 
plained of could soon be cured. He 
hoped, however, that foreign countries 
would ultimiitely see their way to abolish 
duties altogether, and the British foreign 
office would do all in its power to induce 
them to do so. 



Errlngtoii Called to Account. 

William O'Brien, home rule, called tlio 
attention of the house to tho mission of 
George Errington, liberal member for 
county Laugford, at Rome. Mr. O'Brien 
said : 

"Ho had in his possession documents 
in Mr. Erringtou'a handwriting, which 
showed that ho had been authorized by 
tho late liberal government to ofl'ar cer- 
tain considerations to the V^atican for the 
appointment of a prelate acceptable to 
that government to be archbishop of Dub- 
lin as successor to tho late Oardinol Mc- 
Cftbe. The promises, it was evident, were 
never meant to be performed, and the 
whole thing was a miserable, unworthy 
intrigue. The Irish people regarded the 
affair as an insult to the papacy." 

Mr. Erringtiin, who was in his seat, 
replied tiiat tho document alluded to was 
either a forgery or had been obtained by 
some gross breach of honor, and that in 
either case it was not his duty to answer 
it and thereby further Mr. O'Brien's pur- 
poses, and he would prefer to leave the 
weapon which Mr. O'Brien claimed to 
possess, such as it was, in his hands.

"ON FBINGIPLE," OF OOUESE. 

Our osteomod morning contemporary 
asaerta that ho was asked to aign the 
Cumyow petition and declined — on prin- 
ciple, of course. Upon further inquiry it 
is aacortainod that hisnssertion is correct. 
Ho waa aaked to sign and did rofuao; but 
not "on principle." Cumyow, it would 
seena, ia a merchant. He is head of the 
house of King Tyo & Co., and as such is 
a very desirable tenant. Now, the edi- 
tor and proprietor of the Standard is also 
a very heavy holder of Chinese tenement 
property. Ho owns 210 feet square on 
the S. \V. corner of Cormorant and Gov- 
ernment streets in the heart of Chinatown. 
The revenue ho derives from the squalid 
shanties which cover hia lot is ao large 
' that it has been atated over and over again 
thatlhe Ohinese who pay the rents are in- 
directly the real supporters of the Stand- 
ard, in that the ronta collected from tlioni 
are applied to supply any dutioioncy in 
the cash receiptu of that eatiiblibhrnoiit. 
V/ell, the Standard man having taken it 
into his head to erect two buildings on 
his.Ohinese property, tirat drove his white 
tenants away and then proceeded to angle 
for Chinese tenants. Among those to 
•whom he applied waa Cumyow. The 
time and place of the application ia not 
stated. Perhapa it «aa at the restaurant 
where Cumyow and the editor have many 
a time and oft cracked bottles of wine and 
jokes at the same table. Perhaps it waa 
between the ooursea, when the inner men 
felt the need of relaxation and the outer 
men whiled away tho momenta by a mild 
diacusaion on tho subjuct of church and 
state, tho Pall iMall Gazette expoaures or 
the Chinese evil. Be that as it may, it ia 
nevertholosa a fact, that the editor and 
proprietor of the Standard ''drummed" 
Oumyow to lease one of bisstores. Cum- 
yow declined. This declination was be- 
fore the Standard man refused to sign the 
Cumyow petition — "uu pritwipte." Tho 
question that now agitates the anti-Chi- 
nese mind is thia, nould the Standard 
man have signed the petition "on princi- 
ple," if Cumyow bad taken lila atore ? 
Tho general iiupreasimi la that the gentle- 
man who lately drove hia white tenants 
off his property to substitute Chinese, who 
turned his white union printers into the 
street to starve because they would not 
work at reduced rates, and who has pub- 
licly boasted that he has a cargo of Chi- 
nese "rats" on tho way from Hongkong 
to act type for him, would have aigned 
the petition with both handa had Cumyow 
consented to trade with him. Our es- 
teemed contemporary ia entitled, of 
course, to all the capital he can make out 
of hia refusal to sign the memorial, but 
he should not base his refusal "on prin- 
ciple" when there ia reason to believe that 
his oppoaition aprang from an entirely 
opposite sentiment. 

THE DISORGAnTzED LIBERALS. 

The party led by tho Hon. Mr. Blake 
is in a sad state of disorganization. The 
liberals never took kindly to their leader, 
who is proud, imperious and unsympa- 
thetic. Aa an orator and lawyer he ranks 
with the ablest on tho continent; but aa a 
politician and a statesman he ia a failure. 
He haa scarcely tried to pasa any of the 
great sohemes which ho furahadowed in 
his famous Aurora speech when ho told 
British Columbia to "Go"; and when Mr. 
Mackenzie waa in power he dreaded Mr. 
Blake more than tho entire conservative 
repreaentation on the floor of the houae. 
He waa erratic, wilful and unreliable: con- 
tinually taking offence at trifles and always 
■triving to buildf up in the bouso 
a third party which would hold the bal- 
ance of power. Sometime after tho do- 
feat of the Mackenzie government Mr. 
Mackenzie waa deposed as leadur and Mr. 
Blake substituted. Hia career has been 
a succession of stupendous blunders which 
have at last — according to many influen- 
tial grit journals — brought liis party to the 
verge of dianiption. Every where through- 
out Ontario the cry is for not only a new 
leader but a new party, composed of the 
best men from the ranks of torica and 
liberals. While party disatfection is ram- 
pant and private meetings are being held 
for tho purpose of perfecting an organiza- 
tion the Globe remains atrangely ailent. 
It ia believed that tho Globe — which Mr. 
Blake once tried to kill — does not like a 
bone in the leader'a body; but policy 
keeps ita moutli closed for the present. 
This third party movement will not prove 
formidable or lasting. It is intended as 
a vigorous method of pr iteating aaainst 
,Mr. Blake's leaderihip and a forotaste of 
what may happen if he should refuse to 
retire. The principles on which it ia pro- 
posed to rally men to the standard are 
Stated as follows: Prohibition; abulitnin 
of the senate; reciprocity; and civil ser- 
vice rrform. Tho bill of fare is a taking 
one, but contains nothing now. It lias 
been lioforo the country fur many years, 
and haa formed the political stock-in-trade 
of many of the staunobest adherents of 
both the present parties.

Orandcur of the Scciici-y Aloii^r 
the €anaaiaii Pacific. 

Mountain IrVails a Mile Ififfii. 

At the Foot of the Crccn-Carpet- 
cd Selkirk Rangre.

West Slopk feELKiKKS, B.C.,.luly 12.— 
At last tho prairies and foothilla have 
been left behind, and one auddenly enters 
the great range of the Rocky Mountains 
nt tho gap about a mile from Kodmore. 
It is dusk, and one aoes peak after peak 
towering above him, but it takes time to 
realize the height of these mountains. 1 
have seen people ready to bet that the 
peaks along the track weren't more than 
200 foot high, where they were 4,000 or 
5,000. 

From the gap to the summit, GO miles, 
tho O. P. R. runs up the broad 

VALI.HY OK TIIK HOW UIVl:K, 

crossing and ro-crosaing again and again 
that beautiful stream. The hills are cov- 
ered, or rather carpeted, with mountain 
spruce, which average about 30 feet in 
height. Above tho tree line one either 
sees snow or, where it ia too perpendicular 
to rest, the exiiuisitely colored stratifica- 
tion of the rocks, the most striking ex- 
ample of which ia Castle Mouiitiiin, which 
ia nearly G,000 feet above the track, and 
appears to be covered with towera, turrets, 
etc. It is, in fact, a piece of sublime archi- 
tecture which could no more be oopii d 
than the tints of a sunset. Sunsets are 
never seen in the rookies; the reason is 
obvious, for, as we are. 

SURROONDED BY WALLS A MILK Hill II, 
the sunsets are entirely excluded from 
our sight, as if it would nut do to b.ive 
too much beauty in any one locality, \N e 
reached Cawmore, seventy live iniluK (ri<m 
Calgary, at 10 o'clock p.m., and .slept in 
our scats until 5 the next morning, when 
the human contents of five oars wore 
squeezed into two. Preferring a death 
from freezing to one from oderifi-ruus 
causes, I stood upon the platform ut the 
car for live hours. However, bufore 10 
o'clock we arrived at Laggan, seven miles 
east of the summit. Hero wo 3aw 
TUE J10.ST r.oFrv .>[oi'.N'rAi.s 
on the lino of tho 0. P. R.— 0,700 feet 
above the track, or 12,000 feet above tho 
sea. On top of thia is an immense glacier 
which never melts. Seven miles further 
wo crossed the summit of tho Rockies at 
an elevation of 5,300 feet. 

Summit lake, a small, shallow pond, 
supplies both tho Bow river and the 
Kickiiig-Horse, thus sending ita waters to 
the Atlantic as well aa the Pacific ocean. 
To fully enjoy the scenery of the Kick- 
ing-Horae valley, which we now began to 
descend, I got up on top of the cabonso, 
the sun having warmed the atmosphere 
by thia time. 

Tho Kicking Uorso river flows down 
betwoou two hills which rise almost per- 
pendicularly from tho water's edge, thus 
compelling tho C. P. R. to take a slice out 
of their sides. It might be remarked that 

THE SUMMIT OF TUK KOCKIBS 

marks the boundary line between tho 
Northwest territory and British Colum- 
bia. Aa soon aa a man haaapent twenty- 
four hours west of tho boundary lino the 
British Columbia ahoriU's pounce on him 
for a three dollara poll ta.\. One would 
think that tho navvioa and other omployii-i 
on the 0. P. R., which ia being built 
through hero merely to concilato tho Bri- 
tish Columbia govoniment, should be ex- 
empted from such an oxurbitant poll tii.x. 

Following the Kicking Uoroo river tho 
scenery gradually becomes grander, until 
the climax is reached at the foot of the 
pass where one auddenly aeoa

rising up before hiip and, as it were, 
standing in the middle of summer, every- 
thing being green and beautiful, and lo(ik- 
ing up to midwinter, the Solkirka being 
covered with snow. 

On reaching the mouth of tho Kicking 
Horso where it flows into the Columbia 
River, forty-five miles from tho aummit, 
we have arrived at the western toe of the 
Rocky Mountains — proper — i»nd after fol- 
lowing the Columbia river botwosn tho 
two ranges for twenty miles the track 
croaaoa tho river and comrnoiioea to as- 
cend the Selkirks. The first creasing of 
the Columbia being the headquarters of 
the C. P. R. Conatruction Department, 
for tho aummor, la the most pupulous 
town mot ainco leavin.^' C!alu;ary. iliuo it 
ivaa that half a du/.en eliarming ladies put 
in tho winter preferring to rough it in 
order that they might be with ihoir hus- 
bands. Thoir chief amnsomeat was to- 
bogganing, and, I believe, the only trou- 
ble was to find 

A BIU LOW ENODOa, 

as many of them are five miles on the 
slope. The Columbia Valley ia about two 
niiles wide. Tho trees are taller (sixty 
feet) and of a greater variety than seen in 
the Rockies, being chiefly moiiniaiii 
spruce, hemlocks, cedars, poplars, and 
pines. Grand and sublime as tho scenery 
of tho Kicking Horse is when one aud- 
denly emerges from that pass into tho 
Valley of tho Columbia he feels as it were 
out of a beautiful house into the glorious 
sunshine. 

At the present passenger coaches do not 
go west of the first crossing so one has to 
ride on a flat car to tho end of tho track 
now at Stonoy Creek, thirty miles up tho 
east fllupo of tho .Sullnrka, where a laryo 
bridge '250 feet above tho stream and -lOd 
feet long is being erected. The track will 
be delayed at thia place for about four 
weeks. T. K. T.

— His JMurderer Suicides. 

Salem, Aug. 10. — Coroner Warrinor 
was notified this morning of a double 
tragedy at Silvert(in,and having^returned, 
furnishes the following particiil ira : F. C. 
Libby and Arthur Patty wore partners in 
the sash and door businusa at tiiat place 
whore they have been located for several 
montha past, the latter, a young man, 
having boarded with tlio former, who is a 
man of family.

A moment after- 
ward another ahot waa huard, and, ruab- 
iiii; in, the family tmuul Libby lying nn 
the flour with the l;uii lyiiii( aurnas hia 
breast, the charf^e, tired by Ins own hand, 
having entered hia b idy on the ri^ht side 
and passing direutly through hia heart, 
causing instaiit death.

The contractors for the Point Ellioe 
bridge have progressed ao rapidly with 
tho work of apanning the arm ihitt the 
structure will be completed ott Wednes- 
day next for trafh-j. When finished the 
bridge will be of liaiidaome appearance, 
and at the same time very durable, it is the 
calcu'ati"!! that the woodwork will laat for 
thirty-live yoara without renewal. In tho 
main :ipana the timbers are covered with 
sheet iron, and in the two end apana the- 
juiiiiiigs of the timbers are protected in 
the aaine way. Thia will prevunt the 
water from having any bad elFoct upon 
the woodwork. I'he two end spans are 
Whipple truss, thoroughly braced from 
underneath and resting ou iron ^ilea, two 
at each end of span. 'I'he two main apana 
are Pratt truaaea, a composite of wood 
and iron, braced firmly over bead, and 
resting on heavy iron tubes, piles driven 
inside and filled with concrete. The 
flooring is being laid diagonally and li of 
six-inch planking. On either aide (fill be 
a footwalk seven feet in width, protected 
by a wood railing. 

The bridge is three feet higher on tho 
east end and soven feet on tho west ond 
than the old. A gang of governmer.b men 
wore busy yesterday raisingthe approaohea 
of tho road to the same height ai the 
bridge. This will do away to a tpreat ex- 
tent with the steep grade coming' to the 
bridge. 

The ferry to connect with the stages is 
kept busy transferring tha peasengera and 
mails, the oars being manipulated by C.

J. MeB. Smith v8.Tii.it and Tanner.— 
This case was resumed at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 

S. C. Burris, sworn, teatiSed that he 
was an architect and had examined Mr. 
Smith's house in company with Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Leslie; had a copy of ape- 
otfications; believe these (original) are tl><» 
ones; was ia all the rooms but axamined 
only a part, which I supposed to be in 
dispute for extras; he showed mo the cel- 
lar; don't think I waa in the back bed- 
rooms; got out on the roof; took iiieaauro- 
menta; witness detailed uu;;i3u:ciuenta 
made; tho difTerence in coat from original 
are as follows: Cumiiiis&ioiia on contract, 
which Were a gain to tho coiitr&otor, 
§170.80; cost nf alterations, §241.12; bal- 
ance in tho extra cost, $70 32. 

Cross-examined by Air D.ivio — I only 
examined and estimated those extras 
pointed out by Mr. Smith and iMr. Loa- 
lie; I did not examine the building with 
the plan in other particulara; don't know 
what alterations there may have been, 

To tho Judge — Examined formyaolf tho 
items that have been marked on paper, and 
have boon nioutioned, but am not prepar- 
ed to swear whether they conipriao the 
total altoratious to the building; tlioy are 
tho alteratioua that my attention waa 
called to by Mr. Leslie, iVIr. Smith, and 
auma I discovered myself; am not pre- 
pared to say what is the difference in oon- 
traot prico and the building na it is. 

To Mr. Davie— Have beon on the dock 
on top of house. 

Rfl-oroas examined by Mr. Yatea. — On- 
ly examined the huuso from the lawn, not 
minutely. 

Henry Hudson Lualle, sworn, lealified 
that he was tho architect of iMr. Smith's 
house; the plans and speoiliuai ioiia were 
drawn up by liim; witnessed the signing 
of the contract; it was signed in the office 
of Mr. Tait's stable; the house wm prac- 
tically built from thuse plans; the first 
change made was inadu wln-ii fcnindation 
was being built ; have unt(;s ot the cliiingea; 
back stair rooma; fxieiiiliny to b.isi'm>!nt 
floor 14 feet; studding under front porch; 
extundiiig of rear porch ; 14 yards of ei 
CAVating; ono small mantel; extra dour in 
dining room; door and step ladder into 
main attic; extra floor in basement; rough 
floor in kitchen attic; adding une font on 
south porch; laying tile work in dining 
and amiill room; that waa all I kept track 
of; with some oxtrus that Mr. Smith in- 
dividually arranged for these are oil tho 
alterations from the plana; these lists of 
changes were made when Mr, Lawaon 
«yas oontraotor; the cost of alteratii<na 
amount to §181 extra to tho contract; the 
piece of paper pasted on the contract over 
other writing waa done before it waa 
signed; this was a chaage in the mode uf 
payments as the work progressed, 

Oroas-oxaniined by Mr. Davio — Thu 
traciriga shown aro copies from tho origi- 
nals; tho dock ia ahown on plan; there 
were extras added, but woro placed in 
specifications before tho work was figured 
on; the details were mutilated iu tho 
building and have not now got thorn; re- 
ferring to theao specifications there vvna 
work that could not bo done without tho 
details; the architoct uses discrutiun in 
altering dotaila; never saw Lawaon until 
ho came to tho office to figure on plans; 
had a conversation with him then about 
cards I had received adviaing me nut to 
have anythiof; to do with certain contrac- 
tors; Lawaon was one; asked him for an 
explanation: did nut advise him to put in 
a low tender; reniemhor Gilbert Wall, who 
was working on Capt.Irving'a bouse; don't 
remember having conversation with him 
relative to a tender for Mr. Smith's liouao; 
don't know that I aaked him to put in a 
bid; miDnot say that I told him that the 
bid must bo undor §3000; he said to mo 
the building was worth so much, but I 
remarked it ia not worth §2,700 or §2,800; 
he told me then th*t it was no u-su tend- 
ering, as there were men here who would 
figure away down bolow him; ho could not 
do it for any such figure; don't remember 
telling him If he put in a tundur that we 
would have an understanding if he put in 
a tender low down; did not tell Wall that 
there woro different parties after the work 
and if the right one did not get it, 1 would 
detail tham to death; there waa somo do- 
lay by Lawson aftor tho frame waa up; 
about throe or four woeka; this was for 
the want of mill work — cornicoa and win- 
dow frames, which had to bo put on bo- 
fore the roof was put on; did not make 
any objection to the work remaining at a 
itand-Btill, as it waa a benefit to tho 
building; could not hurry it up as details 
were at New Westminster, and the mill 
work was not out; was a witness in thu 
ciao of McKillican & Anderaun va. Move- 
ley and stated that it waa a good plan to 
keep it standing tho same aa had been 
done at McB. Smith's house; Smith, Liiw- 
son and inyaulf went up Fort street to 
Tait'a stables together; did not saa Tan- 
ner; did nut say to Tanner that there was 
no fear of going on Lawaon'.i bonds, il waa 
a mere matter of form, tho building could 
as well be built without bonds, and that I 
waa going to handle thia job and would 
»eo that ihoy came out all rii;ht; did slate 
that I thought Mr. Lawa m had a fiiir 
price and that there was no danger oi 
their going on the bonds; saw the urini- 
nal and duplicate signed; i^id not consider 
the pasted part penciUod thrniigli at any 
time a part of the aj^reemunt; coald not 
state positively that tho duplicate was 
signed at the same time aa original; if it 
was signed at my office it wcjuI.I bo after- 
ward; have boon hero two y(>ar.<; lliure haa 
only been trouble through Lawsoii's coii- 
tracts; there waa tnuible with Wing 
Cheng's building; had a cmt! with Mr. 
Jones; ooiild got no money out of him mid 
put it into the hands of tha eullectur; had 
a lawsuit with Mr. Higgins; he would not 
pay mo money when 1 asked it; h.ui a 
oompromiae with Mr. HumpluL^jB; ttioro 
was a bill of lumber ordered from tho 
Cowichan ium lor yard in SBptomher; told 
tham if they would separate the bill from 
Lawson's Mr. Smith would pay it; don't 
know jjrbether they were paid; heard that 
Lawsou had gone to Australia, saw him 
laat at Eaquimalt; Lawson told mo in the 
winter that if I would get §60 from Smith 
he would leave town; if I could not got 
S60 to get §40; thia waa for extras; ho 
wanted to go to Australia; took this oiler 
to Mr Smith, who askod mo to go to Mr, 
Lawaon and say that he did not believe 
witness, and ask Lawaon to write a note 
to that effect; told Lawson what Smith 
had said, and he aaid he would sou him 
when he nost camo to town; don't know 
whether he got tho monuy. 

To Mr. Yatea— Mr. Smith wanted the 
note so that ho might produce it aa evi- 
dence in court. 

AFTEll REOESb. 

Tho court reconvened at 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Yatea ro called Mr. Leslie, who do- 
poBod that Lawson was given the contract 
to complete the building; he carried it on 
until the outside finish waa nearly com- 
pleted. Ho failed to go on any further 
bocauso bis creditors had ooinmencud ac- 
tion, and he oould get no'-inorei matorial; 
tbftt .frsa wbeii he bad the outaide finish 



nearly coniplocod; I served a iiotico on 
him to got material within three days, and 
proceed with tha work, that if be did not 
I would do 80 and deduct it from his con- 
tract, 

Mr. Davis objected to this evidence aa 
tho notice had not been introduced us evi- 
dence. The witness waa asked to with- 
draw ponding the discussion of the ob- 
jection. 

Mr. Leslie waa again allowed to bu re- 
called and resumed. About the 2otli of 
Soptomber, Lawson told mo ho could nut 
get any neore material and said he would 
have to throw up the job. The nest day 
he aaid ho giieaaud things would bu all 
right, and he would go ahead; finally ho 
camo again and aaid ho could not go on; 
thia WU3 about tho first of October. 1 
told him I must either put men on by iha 
day to finish the work or call for tenders; 
said he oould not help it. I consulted 
Mr. Smith and oonoluded to notify tho 
sureties. We got no replies from sureties, 
and called for tenders for completing the 
building. 

Croaa-examined by Mr. Davie-Muirhead 
& Mann's action against Lawson was not 
ou this building; I had notification of the 
action of Muirhead & Maun; it was 
served upon me. Tho notice waa to i)ay 
out no nioro money to Lawson; it was 
served about the 3rd of October. After 
I received tho notice from the court Law- 
aon told mo he could not go on with tho 
work. [Waa ahown a notice which ho de- 
nied any knowledge of.] 

Mr. Samuel Anderson being sworn, de- 
posed I am a atair-builder; I built the 
two flights of stairs iu Mr. .Smith's liouso; 
the aub cDutract waa taken from Lawsou 
10 build the atuirs for §105; it waa thu 
price to build them according to the spe- 
cifications and drawings; I made an alter- 
ation in the back stairs; there waa a 
change ill tha position; after the change I 
agreed to do the work for §151. 

Mr. Davie crosB-oxamined — -Tliero were 
no extra stair cases; my original con- 
tract was to finish both stairways. It waa 
in tho latter part of Sspteinbor that Law- 
aon had his contract taken from him; 
don't know who took it from liini. 

Mr. Davio in presenting his caae tn I he 
court said ho contetidod that the plaiiitili' 
had made no case and should bo mm 
suited. Tho condition uf thii bond inu.st 
bo taken in the way most favorable to tho 
sureties. No ngreemont can bo given in 
evidence except that annexed to the hoiid. 
In this case time ia not made in the 
esaenca of the contract. It waa not a con- 
dition of auuh a olmiucior to justify tho 
taking of tho contract out of the hands of 
tho contractor. We liavo the distinct evi- 
dence of Mr. Smith tho plaintifi' and 
witneascs that this contract was taken 
from Mr, Lawson before tho 3rd of Oc- 
tober; and at u time when ho had made 
no default in the coiuplelion of lii.s con- 
tract. Thore had been debiya, it is true, 
but according to Air. Leslie's evidonco 
those delays had beon condoned. On the 
nihor hand wo have evidonco of a month's 
delay cauaod by Mr. Smith hi-naalf. The 
alterations and extras were originated by 
air. Smith himself. Whatever waa done 
between Lawson and Smith doca not bind 
the sureties as a new contract wa.s foriuod. 
The plaintifi' lias not proven hia ca.io ac- 
cording to the statenieut of claim. It is 
clear by plaintiff's own statemoiit ho did 
not coinpicito tha wutk by tho apocifloa- 
tioiis and plans, but under a now and re- 
vised plan entailing an additional expense 
of §708 plus §181. Thore was no con- 
tract in oxiatonce at the time of tho ex- 
ecution of tho bond and hence tho bond 
ia based upon a non-existing contract. 
The finding of material by the proprietor 
out of onntraot money without tho know- 
ledge or consent of the sureties they are 
discharged. He cited Addison on coii- 
tr.Tcts 802. 

Adjourned to 11 o'clock thia morning, 

TuK ICNTKiii'iUdK Hull. — Captain Har- 
mon, tha submarine diver, haa examined 
the hull of tha wreflfced steamer Enter- 
prise, and finds tho wood to be in a solid 
condition. Several men arc actively en- 
gaged in removing the criginos anu iron-

London, Aug. 5. — Henry Labouchero, 
radical, in the house of commons this 
afternoon moved, and Sir Wilfred Lawson, 
radical, and Sir George Campbell, liberal, 
seconded tho motion, that the house re- 
ject the appropriation bill until tho 
present government explain their Egypt- 
Ian jjolicy. The terma upon which the 
government had issued the Egyptian loan, 
Baid Mr. Labouchero, was a public scan- 
dal. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, ohancellor 
of the oxchocpier, aaid: 

The government hud aont Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolll' aa special envoy to the 
sultan. The last five years had greatly 
increased England's obligations toward 
Egypt. While the government must re- 
fuse to statu at present what instructions 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolff had carried 
with him or what tho object of hia mis- 
sion waa, tho speaker could state in gen- 
eral terma that "the government's policy 
ia to put Egypt on a solid footing with re- 
gard to external defense, financially and 
internal administration. Our policy is to 
gradually give security and freedom to 
Egypt's independent action in the fu- 
ture." He co'ild at present make no state*' 
ment regarding tho question of evacuating 
ligypt, but concerning the defenses of the 
country and tho position of atfaira at 
Suakim, he could say both wore in a most 
unsatisfactory condition.

To remedy a split teat tho opening.s 
will have to be cut and the akin reinov- 
('.'.\, tlie edges then brought logiUiier 
and .stitched or bound with rubber 
[iliiHter. Had tlii.s been done whon the 
teat was cut it would have [u-eveiited 
the present trouble. 

A cow rather thin in fiesh, if heal thy, 
saya Hoiinl'H Dairyman, i.i aliiio.st al- 
wavH .sure to drop a vigorou.s calf, i 
while a fat cow will generally have a | 
lean calf and one that is quite apt lo | 
be weak on its legs. A Ihwhy cow is | 
also more apt to have puerperal fever j 
or milk fever, and as a rule is apt to 
be slow in coming to her milk after 
calving, which is not the case with a 
lean tow. 

Jf theiitlder of a cosv is lianl and 
iull itshould be milked befcrealie calves. | 
Many good cows ^are lost hj milk 
fever occasioned 'oy neglect of tliia 
After cfilving a cow should not have { 
meal until the udder is quite soft ami ! 
in good condition, (iiul tlioii not until . 
a week bun elapsed and only iu ;iiiiaU j 
quantity. No meal :diould bi? given for 
a month before eulving. 

The habit of feeding cows bran, uii-al 
or cut feed in permanent mangers, 
with .sharp angles to catch and retain 
the leavings until it HOurH,'niildevv.s and 
in niimy case.s becomes infested with 
luncgota, i.4 .slovenly and periiicioiui. 
In tlie first place each uiiinial .should 
have a box separate from the manger, 
10 inches deep, 12 inches squaio on 
the bottom and flaring to 16 inches at 
top. If these aro frequently rinsed 
with brine tliey will keep sweet, and 
the cattle will lick Lbe box clean at 
every feed.— Jersey Bulletin.

A well dressed stranger of midcilc iigc, 
wearlnij a haggard, care-woru look on liis 
rather handsome coimteuuuco, wiilkml 
Into a popular Market street sample- room. 
He bora tlio indescribable air of a man 
■who had "put in the night," and o.\liib- 
Ited a restless impatience in ■waiting ou 
the pleasure of tho bar tender. His order 
■when given was almoat whispered, ac- 
companied by a aigullicant uod. The bar- 
tender took au ordiiiar}' .sized tlnsk from 
the shelf behind him. and jiickiug up ii 
tiny spiral gla.ss, holding about a dram, 
carefully tilled it. I'his glass was in turn 
emptied iuto-Jiu ordinary wine glass tilled 
■with ■water. On tho top of the compoiuul 
a greenish sediment ncoimuilateil, 
■which was carefully removed ■with a 
spoon. Tho bovoragfl was thou liaiuied 
to tho customor, who eagerly gulped it 
down, and paying tho charges left the 
room. la answer to a question from a 
reporter, the bar-tender 8aid th(! drink wa.s 
absinthe, a French liquor, ■which is 
rapidly growing into popularity in this 
country. 

In answer to a query, as to the amount 
drank in "Wheeling, the bar-toudor an- 
Bwered that tho calls for either that par- 
ticular beverage, or any otber fancy drink 
of a kindred nature, were comparativcily 
iffv; straight drinks having a tenacious 
gHp on the appetites of the greater 
portion of our Wheeling people. 
"We flU an occasioual . order for 
ttbsinthe for theatrical people and 
fast ■women, the exalting quality of the 
strong BtimuLint making It excessively 
]}opuIar among all reckless classes of so- 
ciety. I kno^w of a number of ladies in 
■Wheeling who daily make use of the 
stimulant, and^vrho, in order to deceive 
outsiders, drink alternately at Ecvernl 
sample'rooms. There is a strong fascina- 
tion about the drink, aod ■when a person 
eets into the Iiabit of drinking it dally 
fie rarely breaks off. The gontlciuan who 

}U8t left the room is a jewelry (lr\unnior 
rom No'W York, and for the past few days 
has paid me two or throe visits a tiny, 
always drinking the same bovorage. 
He told mo he had llr.'it baguu to use the 
drug eighteen months ago, having it pre- 
scribed by a physician for dyspepsia, but, 
forming tho habit from daily use of tlie 
Btlmulnnt, he bad gradually iuoreased the 
amount till he had become a slave tu the 
practice. He said he had attempted on 
several occasions to break oil ('oni tho 
habit, but had been forced back by e.x- 
ccasivo nervousness, giddiness, loss of ap- 
petite Ilnd sleep. He added that he know 
the drug would cause his death iu time, 
hut that he could not refrain from its u.se. 

Later iu the day the reporter met a 
prominent young physician, and fuidiiig 
him at leisure secured the following in- 
formation in reference to the origin of 
the liquor: Absinthe is prepared bv 
pounding the leaves and llowering tojis of 
various species of wormwood along with 
angelica root, sweet llag-»oot and slar- 
anise fruit, and macerating therein al- 
cohol After scnkiiig for eight days the 
compound is distilled, yielding hu emer- 
ald color liquor, to wliich a quantity of 
anise oil is added. Tho litjuor thus 
formed constitutes the genuine French 
absinthe. 

An inferior quality of absinthe 
is made ■with other herbs and es- 
sential oils, while the adultera- 
tions practiced are numerous and dc- 
leteriouiL In the adulterated liquor the 
green color is usually produced by tu- 
meric and indigo, but blue vitriol is often 
'commonly used The varieties especially 
noted in commerce are divided into two 
classes, the common and the tiwi.sg, the 
latter being genuine. The chief seat of 
Its mauufacturo is in the canton Ncuf- 
chatel in B^wit-zerland. The litiuor is 
chiefly consumed iu France, but there is 
also large quantities exported to this 
country. In addition to the large quan- 
tities manufactured iu Franco for home 
consumption, the amount imported from 
Switzerland averages 2,000,000 gallons 
yearly. 

The drinking of absinthe was intro- 
duced into France during the Algerian 
•war, 1844 47. The soldiers were advised 
to mix. absinthe with their wiuo as n 
febrifuge. On their return they brought 
■with them the habit of drinking it, which 
la now so widely diBseminated in French 
society, and with such disa.stroiis conse- 
quences that the custom is j'j.stly consid- 
ered a great national evil. The appetite 
is often formed by prose, Iptions given by 
physicians, as the drug is often given a.s "a 
tonic for tlatulent dy.spepsia; but in my 
opinion there is as little danger of a man 
forming the habit, if ho is possooicd of 
ordinary self-control, as that if a pre- 
sorl_ption of brandy should cause him to 
become an babltual drunkard. The 
powerful nature of the stimulant is such 
that excessive drinking will prove far 
more deleterious than tbe use of brandy 
or strong whiskios.
